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Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 14 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 14, the 
limitation "in the shape of a cell phone base station" is considered misleading since the 
ceramic member is actually used as a support for a resonator which is used in a cell 
phone base station. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 



alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Kato (5,854,159).

Examples 1 and 2 teach sodium contents of 31 ppm and 71ppm and silica 

contents of 1500 in the sintered body. Although the instant claims may posses different 

manufacturing parameters this is not considered to distinguish the claimed product. It is 

noted many of the instant claims fail to set forth any sodium or silica amounts in the 

claimed sintered body. 

It is well settled that when a claimed composition appears to be substantially the 
same as a composition disclosed in the prior art, the burden is properly upon the 
applicant to prove by way of tangible evidence that the prior art composition does not 
necessarily possess characteristics attributed to the CLAIMED composition. In re 
Spada, 91 1 F.2d 705, 15 USPQ2d 1655 (Fed. Circ. 1990); In re Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d 67, 
205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980); In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 2109, 169 USPQ 226 (CCPA 
1971). 

5. Claims 1 1 -25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a or e) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Niwa et al (2003/0008765) and 
Alford et al (6,680,268), each taken alone. 

Niwa et al teach an alumina sintered body where the total of the silica, Mg, Fe 
and alkali metals are less than 100 ppm. The alumina member is used in 
semiconductor manufacture, insulators, see columns 1 and 2, paragraphs 2,4,13. 

Alford et al examples F, G and H teach sodium and silica contents within the 
instant claims. 

"The patentability of a product does not depend upon its method of production. If the product in 
[a] product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, [then] the 
claim is unpatentable even though the prior [art] product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (citations omitted). Once the examiner provides a 
rationale tending to show that the claimed product appears to be the same or similar to that of the 
prior art, although produced by a different process , the burden shifts to applicant to come 
forward with evidence establishing an unobvious difference between the claimed product and the 
prior art product. In re Marosi, 218 USPQ 289, 292 (Fed. Cir. 1983).
